ALLOCATION OF DISCRETIONARY WIA FUNDS IN SUPPORT OF 
AEROSPACE 


Aerospace is a dynamic, thriving, important driver of our 
state's economy. Over 80,000 Washington residents work in 
this industry, and the skills required to succeed are changing 
constantly. 


We must constantly invest to ensure our people are trained in 
these skills, and I am pleased to allocate $1.5 million of my 
discretionary Workforce Investment Act (WIA) funding to 
aerospace training in Washington. This investment, like any 
investment of the public's money, must be invested as effi- 
ciently as possible, with a keen eye toward outcomes. 


With this in mind, and acting on recommendations developed 
by the Washington Council on Aerospace's training commit- 
tee, I direct these funds to the Washington State Board for 
Community and Technical Colleges, to be invested in a man- 
ner that results in aerospace training and education as laid out 
below, pursuant to all applicable WIA rules and/or guide- 
lines: 


$600,000 to developing industry-driven training centers 
at Paine Field in Everett and at Spokane International 
Airport. Providing customized training for our aerospace 
workers to keep them skilled in the latest techniques, research 
findings, materials and processes is vital to continuing our 
world leadership in aerospace, and two new centers are work- 
ing to provide this essential service. The centers are directed 
to: develop curriculum for training programs, cover other 
one-time start-up costs, and share resources and curriculum 
developed with these funds in order to maximize our invest- 
ment. 


These funds should achieve the following outcomes: 


e Establish collaboration agreement between Spokane 
and Paine Field centers. 

e Determine, by collaborating with industry, missing 
training resources and skill sets. 

e Identify, by collaborating with educational partners, 
available resources to develop new curriculum. 

e Develop training curriculum and course evaluation 
processes for a minimum of 20 courses. 

e Develop a distance learning platform. 

e Develop performance accountability matrices. 

e Develop a working agreement including a referral 
and liaison process with community colleges. 


$500,000 for new equipment in our colleges. Our training 
programs must have access to the latest equipment to effec- 
tively train our students in the latest techniques in this con- 
stantly evolving industry. We will invest in new equipment 
to ensure we are making progress in this area. These funds 
are to be used for replacing old equipment to ensure students 
are using state-of-the art machinery and tools. SBCTC is 
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directed to provide a preliminary report on equipment pur- 
chased with these funds by March 31, 2010. 


SBCTC is directed to select equipment through a competitive 
process, and provide to me a preliminary report of equipment 
approved through the proposal process by January 31, 2010. 


The funds should achieve the following outcomes: 


e Replacing aging equipment that is no longer func- 
tioning or no longer in use in the industry. 

e Match an industry need or meet a requirement for 
FAA-approved programs, with a focus on equip- 
ment that will fill gaps in the training sequence. 

e Building additional capacity by increasing slots for 
students. 


$200,000 to K-12 programs that building enthusiasm and 
interest in aerospace among students, and inform them of 
the academic requirements needed to enter this field. 
SBCTC is directed to work with Washington Aerospace 
Scholars program, through the Museum of Flight, under Dr. 
Bonnie Dunbar. 


These funds should achieve the following outcomes: 


e Expansion of interest in and preparation for Aero- 
space among K-12 students, with a goal of 250 stu- 
dents participating in distance learning through 
Washington Aerospace Scholars and over 150 par- 
ticipating in summer residency programs at the 
Museum of Flight. 

e Increased collaboration between Washington Aero- 
space Scholars and the SBCTC. 


$100,000 to align curriculum throughout the state. The 
Center for Excellence is directed to work with colleges offer- 
ing similar programs to align criteria in our aerospace offer- 
ings. 


These funds should achieve the following outcomes: 


e 34 community and technical colleges using cutting- 
edge, standardized curriculum that is updated and 
deployed regularly as industry needs change. 

e Reduced curriculum development costs in the 
future. 

e Responsive and effective state-wide training rather 
than effective training in pockets of the state. 

e One-stop coordination of training for employers 
needing specialized instruction anywhere in the 
state. 

e All aerospace curriculum development updates and 
modifications at the colleges and the new aerospace 
centers will be reported. 


$100,000 to facilitate the transfer of research findings into 
training curricula. Working with the Washington Technol- 
ogy Center, SBCTC is directed to develop protocols around 
research transfer. 


These funds should achieve the following outcomes: 


e Map the process of curriculum development in our 
colleges, and identify appropriate initial research 
projects. 
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e Identify the research to migrate. 

e Agree where it fits in existing curriculum. 

e Identify how to migrate it most effectively, effi- 
ciently and speedily into curriculum 

¢ Implement the migration. 

e Learn the lessons from the migration. 

e Evaluate the impact. 

e Finalize and recommend protocols. 


The SBCTC may, in consultation with my staff, modify spe- 
cific expenditures of the WIA funds as described in this 
memo if it results in a more effective means of using these or 
other funds and still ensures that the investments outline in 
the memo are implemented. 


Please submit to me a detailed workplan by January 15, 2010; 

an interim progress report by March 31, 2010; and a final 

report on outcomes these funds have achieved by October 1, 
2010.

Ecology to Rewrite and Reissue Upland Fin-fish Hatching 
and 
Rearing NPDES General Permit 


The Washington state department of ecology (ecology) 
is beginning a process to update and reissue the upland fin- 
fish hatching and rearing national pollutant discharge elimi- 
nation system (NPDES) waste discharge general permit. The 
hatchery general permit is issued in compliance with the Fed- 
eral Clean Water Act, the State Water Pollution Control Act 
and chapter 173-221A WAC, Wastewater discharge stan- 
dards and effluent limitations. This permit contains best 
management practices, effluent limitations and monitoring 
requirements necessary to protect state water quality. 


The current permit was issued on April 12, 2005, and 
expires on June 1, 2010. This is a statewide general permit 
providing coverage for about seventy-eight freshwater fin- 
fish hatching and rearing facilities. Dischargers who require 
coverage under this permit include all state and private fish 
rearing facilities that produce more than 20,000 pounds of 
fish per year, or feed more than 5,000 pounds of food in a cal- 
endar month, or are designated as a significant contributor of 
pollution by ecology.

Policy Regarding Agency Operations 
During an Emergency 


NUMBER: 10-01. 

APPROVAL DATE: October 22, 2009. 

STATUS: Effective October 22, 2009. 

APPROVED BY: The commission. 

SEE ALSO: PDC continuity of operations plan (COOP) 
and pandemic flu response plan. 

PURPOSE AND DESCRIPTION: This policy establishes 
procedures the executive director may consider in the event 
of a local, regional, statewide or national emergency that sig- 
nificantly affects agency operations for an extended period of 
time. This policy supplements the PDC COOP and pandemic 
flu response plan. 

This policy recognizes that during an emergency, other 
information, direction or guidance provided by the Washing- 
ton military department's emergency management division, 
the office of the governor, the attorney general's office, the 
Washington state health department, or other similar sources, 
may impact these procedures or call for additional or other 
procedures, given the particular circumstances. 

POLICY: (1) A local, regional, statewide or national 
emergency may require reduced agency operations for an 
extended period of time. Examples include office closure or 
significant reductions of services due to health or safety con- 
cerns resulting from a major earthquake, a pandemic flu, fire 
or chemical spill that renders some or all of the commission 
office uninhabitable, or other similar emergency situations 
that extensively impact agency operations. 

(2) In the event of such an emergency described in sub- 
section (1), the executive director or his/her designee is 
authorized to determine the best means to continue to provide 
time-sensitive commission core functions if possible and to 
the extent practicable given the circumstances. Time-sensi- 
tive core functions include maintaining the web site and mak- 
ing campaign finance, lobbying, and other information pub- 
licly available; providing a toll-free telephone number to 
accommodate additional public access; and, assisting filers in 
meeting their filing obligations. Core functions also include 
otherwise implementing and enforcing chapter 42.17 RCW 
but these functions are considered less time-sensitive. 

(3) Many documents are currently filed electronically 
with the agency. Some documents are filed on paper, either 
by mail or hand delivery to the commission office. The post- 
mark date or hand-delivery date is considered the date of fil- 
ing. 

However, in the event of an emergency described in sub- 
section (1) it is possible that paper documents cannot be post- 
marked or delivered to the commission office due to closure 
or curtailment of United States mail and document delivery 
services, closure of the commission office, significant restric- 
tions on person-to-person contacts (such as during a pan- 
demic flu), or similar circumstances. In the event of an emer- 
gency such as described in (1), if practicable, the executive 
director is authorized to temporarily accept alternate means 
of filing paper documents with the commission if necessary 
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and when the commission e-mail and telephone systems are 
still operational, so long as the original paper documents are 
retained by the filer and provided at the request of the agency. 

For example, an alternate means for filing paper docu- 
ments could include the following elements, subject to 
adjustment as circumstances warrant: (a) The filer contacts 
the agency to determine how to file paper documents during 
the emergency; (b) the filer receives confirmation from PDC 
staff that e-mail, or fax or other forms of filing will be tempo- 
rarily accepted during the emergency; (c) the filer submits the 
documents; (d) the filer confirms by telephone or e-mail that 
the documents were received by the PDC; and, (e) the filer 
retains originals of the documents, and provides the originals 
to the agency upon request. 

(4) In the event the agency web site, e-mail system 
and/or telephone systems are not operational because of the 
emergency, the executive director or his/her designee, fol- 
lowing consultation with the chair or his/her designee if prac- 
ticable, may determine the best course of action regarding 
paper and/or electronic filings, other agency operations, and 
core commission functions.
